Lansing, Kas., May 31.—“At first 
it looked like a wholesale prison 
break.”

dom for all men. 
Freedom is not 
lawlessness. One cannot violate the 
laws of nature and not suffer for 
it. 
Liberty does not mean license 
to do just as one pleases without 
regard to sound ethical standards. 
In the name of liberty, some teach­ 
ers and parents today are commit­ 
ting dastardily crimes against chil­ 
dren and young people. 
“Freedom does not mean the ab­ 
sence of discipline. 
An army with­ 
out discipline is a mob. 
A hone 
without discipline Is a scandal. 
A 
life without discipline is a disgrace. 
“We shall never end our struggle 
for freedom until we learn to settle 
all questions, not by the rule of 
expediency or of advantage, but 
by the rule of right. 
Let us, therefore, be here and now 
dedicated to the unfinished task 
which the world's benefactors have 
thus far advanced, sensing anew the 
age-long lure of liberty, let us shake 
off the moral indifference which 
characterizes this age, and having 
once decided that a course is right,

So ri seems to me th a t it is timely 
to point out one good thing th at has 
come out of the great economic up­ 
heaval that has cost so much in hu­ 
man suffering, despair and want in 
the past three years. 
It is a fact th at the necessity for 
creating work for the unemployed 
has forced action on conservation of 
one of our greatest natural re­ 
sources—our forests. Right now to 
the great mass of our people, our 
forests—public and private—mean 
very little. But to future genera­ 
tions our forests mean more than 
we can imagine. 
j 
The dissipation and waste of our 
forest resources at the rate of the 
past few years would mean th at 
generations yet unborn would be 
without the necessities of life. Our 
supply of wood for fuel and m anu­ 
factured products would be gone. 
The safeguard of our water supplies 
would be dissipated. Floods would 
become increasingly numerous and 
increasingly destructive. The stand­ 
ards of life in forest areas would 
continue to fall because the main 
source of wealth would be gone. The 
greatest field of recreation for our 
citizens would be lost. 
P art of the president’s program in 
the war to end the depression is 
bringing employment to 250,000 men 
in the nation's forests. 
Pennsylvania has a big stake in 
this program. In the two and one 
quarter 
million 
acres of 
Penn's 
Woods work will be provided for 
19,500 unemployed men. As $25 a 
m onth of the earnings of these men 
goes to their dependents, t h a t 
means relief for possibly 100,000 
Pennsylvanians. 
This emergency conservation work 
means the building of men as well 
as the conserving of our forests. 
For to many an un-employed m a n - 
tired and broken after months of 
pounding the pavements looking for 
work—it means a new start in life, a 
new view-point, an e x p e r i e n c e 
which will be a help through the 
rest of his life. 
And it m e a n s 
health and strength—two of the 
greatest possessions any m an can 
have. For the members of the con­ 
servation corps will be out in the 
forests, eating the healthiest 
of 
food, getting the best of exercise, 
breathing pure fresh air. 
This conservation work lies mid­ 
way between a program for the con­ 
structive of public works on a regu­ 
lar salary basis and direct relief. 
In Pennsylvania forests 92 camps 
are being established. In each camp 
there will be 200 workers. Nineteen 
of these camps already have been 
established in which 3800 men are 
now working. More camps will be 
set up just as soon as it can be done. 
This is the national program. 
W hat is being done on the nation­ 
al scale is being done on a much 
smaller scale by the state. Approx­ 
imately 10,000 people have received 
during the past year direct or in ­ 
direct relief through work provided 
in the state forests. 
On 100 emergency projects unem ­ 
ployed men were given work cutting 
brush, building roads, repairing tel­ 
ephone lines and generally improv­ 
ing the state forests. 
Local welfare agencies chose the 
men to work on these projects and 
in many cases they were paid in 
food orders issued by the common­ 
wealth. Work was given under the 
stagger system so th a t workers al­ 
ternated to make employment for 
th e largest possible number of wor­ 
thy applicants. 
In addition, the state forests pro­ 
vided more than 30,000 cords of 
wood for the unemployed. 
These activities are exclusive of 
the work given to forest fire fight­ 
ers and to the regular salaried em­ 
ployes. 
B ut the present program of put­ 
ting the unemployed to work in the 
forests is not enough. In the U nit­ 
ed States there are now about 506 
million acres of forests. 
Only 20 
per cent of this forest land is under 
public ownership. Another 25 per 
cent is in small farm wood lots. This 
45 per cent of our forests is at least 
receiving some attention. But the 
other 55 per cent, under private in ­ 
dustrial ownership, with minor ex­ 
ceptions, is being deforested rapidly. 
With 55 per cent of our national 
forests rapidly deteriorating from 
an asset to a liability, no one can 
deny th a t the national wealth of 
the United States is being destroyed. 
The present emergency conserva­ 
tion program is serving to call a t­ 
tention to this deplorable fact. 
I am not trying to minimize the 
serious effects of the present de- 
! pression on the physical and mental 
1 standards of our people. W hat I 
am trying to say is th a t out of a 
great disaster some little good has 
| come. 
, 
It has brought home to our people 
, the value and worth of our forests 
not only as a source of national 
health worthy of being conserved, 
but it is dem onstrating the worth of 
the forests as a means of restoring 
and repairing the m ental and phy­ 
sical health of our people.

Further gains in production and 
demand, 
coupled 
with 
growing 
strength in prices, are rapidly es­ 
tablishing the industry on the firm 
footing of a sellers’ market, with 
expected seasonal influences not yet 
come into play to check the for­ 
ward movement. 
Fall Operation#. 
The remarkable upswing in tin 


plate demand has brought output 
of that product up to 90 per cent of 
capacity, with full operations likely 
to be attained within a week. Con­ 
tinued expansion of specifications in ­ 
dicates sustained production for at 
least two months. 
Automotive support of the steel 
industry is undiminished while mis­ 
cellaneous steel consumers continue 
to increase their purchases. 
Despite the relatively small ton­ 
nage now coming from the railroads, 
the construction industry and the 
oil companies—all three leading con­ 
sumers of steel in normal times— 
Mav steel bookings were the heaviest 
for any month in nearly two years 
for many companies.

BACK TO THE FOREST PRIMEVAL 


T H E R E is peculiar fitness in the action of the Federal Adminis­ 


tration in setting aside a large number of the forest work 


camps of the Civilian Conservation Corps for American Indians. 


It is expected that employment will be provided for about 


14,000 of them for a period of not less than six months. 
The 
Indian service will supervise the operations of the seventy-two 
camps, the Army having charge of the remainder. 


The Indian w*orkers will be assigned to improve the 
fire 
protection in valuable forest lands and will also be given jobs in 
improving the soil on some of the reservations. 


We are told that the economic depression of the last three 
years has caused distress to thousands of Indians who formerly 
had remunerative employment outside the reservations. 
Contrary to a widespread belief, the Government does not 
furnish the Red Men with subsistence. 
They are educated at 
Government expense, and in some of the schools in the poorer 
settlements the children are furnished with a modest luncheon. 
But in the main the Indian has to struggle for a livelihood the 
same as his white brother. 
Numbers of them have worked in 
cities, and when the depression started in they were the first to 
lose their jobs. 
Naturally they returned to the 
reservations 
which were their homes. 
There relief work has been going on 
just as it has in white communities. 
In view of this fact the order of the Government setting 
aside a number of the camps for needy Indians will be welcomed 
by those who have the welfare of the Red Man at heart. 
And 
surely it anyone has a right to go back to the forest primeval it is 
these descendants of the original setilers on 
the land which 
makes up this mighty country. 
They have rights which can 
not be overlooked at a time like the present.
